v ing a 
motal 
of its 
legal tendor 
functions. 
It may bo partial and 
limited, or it may bo general. 
To 
doprivo cithor gold or silvor of a 
legal tendor quality, which it 
pos- 
sessed heforo Congress 
exorcised 
its constitutional powor of coining 
- monoy and fixing its valuo, would 
bo'an act of demonetization. 
By giving 
a fow disconnected 
sections of the rascally and coward- 
ly act of Congress of 1878 a 
caro-fu- l 
reading it will be soon how this 
crimo 
against 
the 
people 
was 
perpetrated 
Section 8513 ofthoU.S.Rovisod 
Statues reads as follows: 
"Tho silver coins of tho United 
States shall bo trado dollar, a half 
dollar or 
fifty-cen- t 
picco, a quarter 
dollar or 
twonty-fivo-cc- 
pioco, a 
dimo 
or 
ten-ce- 
pioce; 
and tho 
weight of tho trado dollar shall bo 
420 grains Troy; tho weight of half 
dollar shall bo twelvo grams 
and 
ono half of a gram, 
tho quarter 
dollar and tho dimo shall shall 
bo 
respectively 
ono half and ono 
fifth 
of tho weight of said JtiUfjIaUaJviL 
"No 
coins 
of cither gold or silvor 
or minor 
coinago shall horeafter 
bo issued 
front tho mint other 
than that of 
denominations, 
standards 
and 
weights sot forth in this titlo." 
Soction 3580 of tho rovisod Stat- 
ues reads:

It was debated 
from day to day until January

it passed tho House hv a voto of 
189 yeas to nays 
79; 21 members 
being absent. 
Mathows, in support of his

olution, said: "It is right for tho 
Government to make this

ernment, whoso duty it is "to coin 
monoy and 
regulato 
its 
valuo" 
mako provision for any 
deficiency 
in a coin circulation? 
If corpora- 
tions, tho profits 
incident 
to tho 
supplying of tho currency go direct- 
ly into tho pockets of the richjif tho 
Government, then tho benefits 
ac- 
crue to tho wholo 
people 
The 
Guardian firmly adheres to tho old 
doctrino of Jefferson and Jackson 
that whatever circulates as monoy 
shall bo suppliod hy tho 
Govern- 
ment. 
It has no sympathy 
with 
tho policy which would

to banks. 
Thero novor will be too much gold

THE FARM. 


Many years ago wo heard farmors 
in a wheat-growin- g 
section say that 
it cost no moro for them to grow a 
bushel of wheat than 
a bushel 
of 
sholled corn. It was just after tho 
completowheatharvesting 
machines 
camo into use, 
and theso farmors 
doubtless 
reckoned 
tho labor 
of 
cultivating and harvesting tho corn 
crop 
as 
moro than offsetting its 
largo yield per aero. 
It docs not 
cost as much to cultivate an aero of 
corn as it used to do. 
Tho cost of 
growing an aero of wheat 
has 
in- 
creased, for it must now havo 
a 
dressing 
of phosphate. 
But tho 
Wheat crop is moro certain than it 
used 
to 
bo. 
Tho lino middlings 
mado 
from 
wheat 
in 
flouring 
makes oxcclont hog feed. 
So, too, 
does wholo wheat when ground and 
mixed with ground corn. 
By com- 
bining these two feeds a good deal 
of tho wheat crop may ho profita- 
bly fed to hogs unless wheat prices 
aro higher than 
they 
havo 
lately 
been. 
Wliilo fruit culture i3 a good busi- 
ness it is yet quite true that very 
many men fail in it, but, if wo would 
investigate all theso cases 
closely 
wo think that at tho bottom of most 
of them would bo found somo causes 
which might 
havo beon 
avoidod. 
Ignoranco of tho business is ono of 
tho most common of theso. 
Many 
a fairly good farmer would mako a 
Very indifferent frnit grower, 
be- 
cause ho would not understand, 
in 
timo, how much more minuto aro 
tho processes of tho latter 
occupa- 
tion. 
Undertaking 
too much at 
tho start is another prolific cause of 
failure. 
It is much easier to plant 
a largo fruit acreage 
than 
to 
cul- 
tivate it property 
afterward. 
Ig- 
noranco of tho cultural needs of tho 
diffo ront plants, and tho short cuts 
which enable the accomplisemcnt 
of tho labor without too great 
ex- 
pense, also often bring woll meant 
endeavors 
to 
financial sdisastors. 
There is but 
ono 
certain 
road to 
success, and that is to bogin in a 
small way and work up carefully, 
learning each stop as you go. 
Men 
who do this 
find both 
profit 
and 
satisfaction in tho business.

from Corsica, when ho had renounced 
his firm allegiance to Paoll in tho 
be- 
lief that it would 
improve 
his own 
chance for preferment. 
Prof. Sloane 
says: 
Not that the outcast Buonaparte was 
any longer exclusively a Corsican. 
It 
is impossible to conceive 
of a lot more 
pitiful or a fate moro obdurate than 
his had so far been. 
Tl ero was little 
hereditary morality 
in his nature, and 
none had been inculcated by training; 
he had no vital piety, nor even 
sin- 
cere superstition. 
A butt and an out- 
cast at a Trench school under the old 
regime, he had imbibed a bitter hatred 
for tho land indelibly associated with 
such haughty 
privileges for the rich 
and such contemptuous disdain for the 
poor. 
Ho had not even the consolation 
of having received an education. 
His 
nature rovoltcd at tho religious formal- 
ism of priestcraft; 
his mind turned in 
disgust from the scholastic husks of its 
superficial knowledge. 
What he had 
learned 
came from inborn 
capacity, 
from desultory reading, and from the 
untutored imaginings of his garden at 
liriennc, his cave at Ajaccio, or his bar- 
rack chambers.

Tho story of his reception and adven- 
tures in Corsica has no fascination; it is 
neither heroic nor satanic, but belongs 
to the dull and mediocre realism which 
makes up so much of commonplace 
life. 
It 13 difficult to find even a thread 
of 
continuity in it; there may be ono as to 
purpose; thero is nono as to either 
con- 
duct or theory. Thero is the passionate 
admiration of a southern nature for a 
hero as represented by tho ideal Paoli. 
Thcio is tho equally southern quality 
of quick but transient hatred. The love 
of dramatic effect is shown at every 
turn, in tho perfervid style of his writ- 
ings, in the mock dignity of an edict 
issued from tho grotto at Milclli, in the 
empty honors of a lieutenant 
colonel 
without a real command, in tho paltry 
style of an artillery 
inspector with no 
artillery but a few dismantled guns. " 
Hut the must prominent characteristic 
of tho young man was his shiftiness, in 
both the good and bad senses of the 
word, 
no would perish with mortifica- 
tion rather than fail in devising somo 
expedient to meet every emergency; he 
felt no hesitation in changing his point 
of view as experience destroyed an idea 
or an unforsecn chance wastobe seized 
and improved. 
no was no spendthrift, but ho had 
scruples about money. 
He was proud 
in tho headship of his family, and reck- 
less as to how he should support them, 
or should securo their promotion.

about him, but ho was far greater than

sica theso qualities 
of leadership wero 
scarcely recognizable, but they

REMINISCENCES 
OF OLD CAMP 
PINAL. 


As Experienced by One of the Fioneers of 
tho Territory. 


(Communicated) 
I was in tho 
Pinal 
mountains 
when tho first picco of rock 
was 
broken on tho Silver 
King, 
and 
there is no romanco attending tho 
history 
of it, 
no 
hair 
breadth 
escapes of hardy 
pioneers. 
Tho 
immediate 
cause 
was 
whiskey. 
"Humbug," you say? no it is fact, 
just as I tell you. 
In 
tho 
fall 
of 
1870, 
General 
Stoneman, afterward 
governor 
of 
California, was in command of tho 
department of Arizona. 
Ho estab- 
lished a camp in 
tho 
Pinals 
and 
stationed thero several 
companies 
of tho 21st infantry. 
A saw mill was taken from Tuc- 
son, hauled to Picket Post and 
a 
road commenced to Mason Valloy, 
whore was 
located 
Camp 
Pinal. 
Mr. Poolo, aftei wards banker, was 
sutler, and Gen. J. 
B. Allen 
was 
with 
him 
in Mason 
Valloy. 
I 
on 
y own hook 
in Surprise Valloy ,HiCh 
'. 
tho trail, and at which 
place 
tho 
first silver ore struck in tho Pinals 
was brought, in April, 1871. 
Gen. 
Stonoman had issued 
very 
strict 
ordors that no 
liquors 
should 
bo 
brought to any 
government 
post. 
Any citizen should bo at once or 
dered from camp and any 
soldier 
put in tho guard 
house 
found 
in 
possession of it. 
But a small sut 
ler outfit in 
thoso 
days 
without 
whiskey, not being of much 
ac- 
count, and tho paymaster duo, with 
four months pay, sot our heads to 
work to defy military 
regulations 
and rako in somo cash. 
Thero was camped with mo Jim 
Fay, who was to run tho saw mill 
when built, but in tho mean 
timo 
was drawing pay and rations. 
"Wo 
hit on a plan, 
wont to 
Morenco, 
then in its infancy, 
bought 
from 
Joo Collincwood 
ton 
gallons 
of 
whiskey, cleaned out empty 
coal 
oil cans, daubed them with 
paint, 
marked them "machine 
oil," 
and 
placed them with tho saw mill sup- 
plies to bo shipped to Fay. Every- 
thing worked all 
right, 
and 
tho 
"oil" duly arrived by government 
pack train, and when tho paymast- 
er arrived wo were ready for him. 
"Wo dispensed that whiskey 
with 
care, and as a great 
favor, 
at 
50 
cents a drink, and as a still greater 
favor, for 
15 filled 
two 
canteens 
ono Sunday morning, that 
a 
few 
might stroll 
from 
camp, 
take 
a 
social 
drink 
and 
play 
a 
little 
"draw," 
away 
from 
tho prying 
oyes of tho first sergeant, who hap- 
pened to bo tho latoJohnJ.Devino 
of Florence. 
Next day ono of tho 
party brought to us some 
chunks 
of rock which ho thought 
was 
sil- 
ver. 
PTo worked 
in 
Nevada, 
ho 
said, beforo ho inlistcd. 
Jim Fay, 
Mr. Cate, 
tho 
government 
pack 
master, and I walked out with him 
that evening and brought in more 
rock from a littlo brown 
hill 
on 
wmen tney naa sat down to enjoy 
their social drink and gamo. 
Johnny Hart, 
of Tucson, 
was 
thon camped in Mason Valley, hav- 
ing been fitted out by Gov. Safford 
to prospect. "Wo sent him somo rock 
noxt day and down camo another 
prospector, who, it seems had also 
been fitted out 
by 
Gov. 
Safford. 
Jim Fay and 
somo soldiors wont 
out and showed him tho littlo hill; 
ho pronounced tho thing "no good;" 
ho was hunting for 
gold. 
A 
fow 
days afterwards I was advised 
by-M- r. 
Toole to say 
no 
more 
about 
any mining prospect, for this talk 
would, no doubt, bring up a crowd 
of citizens, and then our "cake will 
bo dough," for wo will all 
bo 
or- 
dered away from here. 
Safford, in tho mean 
timo 
must 
have heard of this find, for by and 
by camo another man also well fit 
ted 
out 
by 
tho 
Govornor. 
Ho 
bought tho last of tho whiskey and 
returned to tho Gila, thero traded 
011 xno ouint provided ay tno gen 
erous and enterprising 
Governor, 
and cleared out. 
Whoever tho future historian 
of 
Arizona may be, 
ho must always 
count A. P. 1C. Safford among tho 
finger posts who pointed 
tho way 
that mankind will travel, 
a guide 
who brought with him 
from 
tho 
breezy plains of sago brash 
Nova-d- a 
a generosity and kindness, 
freo 
from any hypocritical protense. 
About this timo 1 received word 
from below to come down and help 
form tho election board at Pickot 
Post, at tho first election 
hold 
in 
the new county of Maricopa, which 
had been created by tho sixth 
leg- 
islative assembly the previous win-to- r. 
County officers and tho loca- 
tion of tho county seat wcro 
to bo 
voted 
for. 
I "went 
and 
found 
Charley Mason, 
C. 
"Whitlow, 
lim 
Beatty and others, (thero was 
no 
embarrassing registration 
needed 
then,) all ready to vote early, and 
between tho frequent sips of mes- 
cal to put up a job on Phonix 
and 
Hcllings' Mill; called east Phenix, 
thon livals 
for tho 
county 
scat. 
Stiles' ranch and Picket Post voted 
Mason city, which was 
Charley's 
ranoh, for tho county 
seat. 
They 
in Phenix aitorwards said that tho 
pcoplo of Florence, across tho riv 
er and then in Pima 
county, 
did 
tho voting at Stiles' ranch; be this 
as it may, I can vouch for Picket 
PoBt for I did tho marking, 
now 
did wo get 
our 
big ,votc?iVWhy 
thero was CharloySJVlntlow'smen 


who wcro cutting gramma hay with 
hoes, for which 
tho 
government 
paid 865 per ton. 
Tho government 
packers, all citizens, and 
the 
sol- 
diers who had 
in 
tho 
tcriitory. 
Somo 130 voted, all but 
two for Mason city for tho county 
scat. 
Al. Jones, 
who 
was 
after- 
wards recorder of Cochiso 
county 
was, with tho vote of Stiles' ranch, 
elected sheriff. 
Now, after tho 
vote 
had 
been 
counted 
and 
tho 
returns 
duly 
signed, 
folded 
with 
much 
caro in an empty flour 
sack, 
con- 
signed to tho caro of Charley "Whit- 
low to convoy to Salt river, 
there 
was a littlo uproarous 
revelry, 
in 
the midst of which 
wo wore 
sur- 
prised at tho sudden appearance of 
tho 
commanding 
officer, 
Lieut. 
Eiloy, Co. A, 
21st Infantry, 
ap- 
pointed from tho ranks 
by 
Presi- 
dent Grant, and a very 
strict 
dis- 
ciplinarian. 
Sternly tho orders of 
tho department 
commander 
were 
told, and as solemnly ho 
was 
as 
suied "no whiskey in camp," when 
wo wcro startled by tho call of tho 
sentry, stationed a few yards away; 
a challenge; a low reply; and thon 
clear and loud camo 
the 
ringing 
tones of tho 
sentry, 
"halt! 
man 
with a littlo 
Mason city 
whiskey 
and give tho 
countersign." 
Tho 
vhi3key had given out; Jim Beatty 
had gono to his wagon for tho last 
bottle, and 
on 
his return 
being 
haftTTrIlpscntry 
had jovially 
answorcd 
as auVYC 
wcro 
omirrtit. 
!inr1 lonvinrr 
WT?TLer of

vm (aw vks

O 
tho now county 
seat 
to 
exnl 
matters as best ho 
could, 
wo 
all 
cleared out to bed. 
News traveled slowly in 
thoso 
days, and after somo three 
weeks 
wo learned to appreciate 
tho 
wis- 
dom 
of Bobby 
Burns, 
when 
ho 
says: "Tho best laid plans of mico 
and men oft 
gang 
aglco." 
Salt 
rivor was thunderstruck. 
Picket 
Post and Stiles' ranch had cast 
a 
bigger voto than tho rest of the 
county combined, but tho board of 
supervisors 
being 
equal 
to 
tho 
occasion, Picket Post was counted 
out. 
Cause ."Illegality of election, 
whiskey at 
military 
post," 
and 
Phenix just "jingoed" 
Mason 
city 
out of tho county seat. 
Tho air around Stiles' ranch was 
bluo with profanity, and it is said 
guns and ammunition were gather- 
ed and a descent planned 
on 
tho 
Salt river to bring back their lost 
county seat. 
But thero 
was 
good 
material 
among thoso rough 
brawny 
pio- 
neers, and tho results of their 
la- 
bors 
to-da- y 
need not make them 
ashamed. 
Tho 
commonwealth 
which they 
built, 
not 
yot 
near 
reaching its 
smi-contennia- l, 
will 
compare favorably with 
many 
of 
tho older ones. 
Its .material prosperity 
is 
as- 
sured, for it is 
built 
on 
a 
solid 
foundation. 
Thoso 
conservators 
of tho territory in tho 
older days 
wrought well. 
Tho hardships thoy 
endured, 
and 
tho 
battles 
thoy 
fought with dangers seen and 
un- 
seen, havo borne good fruits. 
Look around and see. 
Gen. 
Crook assumed command 
of tho department in Juno, of this 
same year, and one of his first 
or- 
ders was for tho abandonment 
of 
Camp Pinal, which 
was at 
onco 
carried into effect. 
I left for Tuc 
son witn tno last 
detachment 
on 
tho 4th of July, with what plundor 
wo had loft. 
Mr. Toole joined 
mo 
on tho Gila, and wo drove out and 
camped at Blue "Water, on tho old 
stage road, whoro we were joined 
by J. D. "Walker, who was, I think, 
thon residing at Maricopa 
"Wells. 
At night, by tho camp fire, our 
in tho Pinals were gono 
over, among tho rest 
tho ore 
we 
had seen. 
Mr. 
Toole, 
(this 
was 
beforo ho had 
becomo 
acquainted 
with Banker 
Hudson,) 
expressed 
himsetf as tired 
of Arizona 
life, 
and that ho would retiro 
to 
Cali- 
fornia. 
Mr. "Walker, on tho 
con- 
trary, would stay. ' "Wo had a littlo 
mescal along, and under its sooth- 
ing influcnco Mr. "Walker told that 
there was a littlo girl awaiting him 
back in tho states, and that ho was 
now thinking of writing 
to ask 
her. 


"To como to mo and share 
"What oro my hut bestows, 
My 
corn-shuc- k 
bed, my frugal faro 
My labor and repose." 


Thoso wcro his exact words. 
I 
rcmomber them distinctly, looking 
backward down tno barren reel of 
a quarter of a century oflife. 
"Was 
ho not thon thinking 
of tho 
ono 
who so nobly 
ministered 
to 
tho 
troubled closing days of his busy 
life? 
I think so.

Production 
In 
Almost-Kve- 
ry 


Gold Region. 
The world's gold product for the last 
year will surpass any year in its his- 
tory. 
The production of last year ex- 
ceeded that of all previous years, and 
was reported by the mint bureau at 
155,522,000. 
The production for 1S04 seems likely 
not to be less than 
8175,000,000, 
or a 
gain of nearly $20,000,000 
over the fig- 
ures of 1893. 
Tho principal gains have 
been in tho United States, tho 
Wltwa-tcrsran- dt 
region of South Africa, ia 
Australia and Russia. 
It was evident last summer, says a 
Washington authority, that mining ac- 
tivity in Colorado 
and other western 
states would carry tho product of thia 
country for tho year from 835,955,000 in 
1S93 to $42,000,000. 
It now looks as 
though the total would reach C45.000. 
Director Preston 
has checked and 
pruned the estimates from the great 
mining states, but even with large re- 
ductions they indicate an increase of 
$4,750,000 in Colorado, 
$2,000,000 in Cal- 
ifornia, 
$1,000,000 
in 
Montana, 
and 
$300,009 in Idaho. 
Large gains are also 
reported in Oregon 
and Washington, 
for which exact figures have not been 
obtained. 
The increase in the production of the 
Witwatersrandt 
region has been stead- 
ily maintained for five years. 
The pro- 
duction of 1890 was 494,809 ounces, at 
about $17.50 an ounce; the production 
of 
1891 was 
729,233 
ounces; 
of 
1892, 
1,210,808 ounces; of 1893, 1,478,475 ounces, 
and the estimated production for 1894 
is 2,200,000 
ounces. 
The complete 
fig- 
ures havo been received up to the close 
of November, and every month shows 
an enormous increase over tho corre- 
sponding month of 1893, with an ad 
vance during the present 
year 
from. 
ounces in January 
to 
175,303

product was about $20,000000 in 1893, and 
will be about $33,000,000 in 1894. 
Other-portio-ns 
of America 
are expected to 
show slight gains, but they produced in 
the aggregate 
only about 
$3,000,000 
worth. 
Australia, which shows a production 
in 1893 of 
$35,083,000, is credited with 
an increase of $3,000,000 in 1894. 
The Russian empire was credited inr 
tho last mint report with the same pro- 
duction in 1893 as in 1892, which was 
$21,800,200. 
' Official figures 
since 
re- 
ceived 
show 
an increase in 
1893 of 
about $1,500,000, and it is thought that 
this will rise to $2,000,000 
for the pres- 
ent year. 
These gains alone will 
swell the 
world's production by $20,000,000, and 
would make an aggregate 
of 
more 
than 
$181,000,000, if no losses were in- 
dicated in other countries. 
It is ex- 
pected that such a loss may occur in 
China, where the product in 1893 was 
$8,420,000, on account of the war with 
Japan. 
Even a large loss thero would 
leav.e the 
world's production 
above 
$175,000,000, and would exceed the most 
sanguine estimates made by Director 
Preston in his last report on the pro- 
duction of the precious metals. 
Mr. Preston 
is endeavoring to keep 
his 
estimates 
within 
conservative 
bounds, for he does not wish to make 
a larger 
claim than 
tho facts will 
finally warrant; 
but it would seem 
that his estimate for this ycarjl$170,-090,00- 
0 
was certain to be largely 
ex-- 
coeded.

DETECTING A WEAK EYE. 
vp 


A blmple liiporlment 
by Which Anyone 
May IMscovar the Defect. 
"Yes," said the doctor, to a writer for 
the Jewelers' 
Review, "tho makers of 
optical 
instruments 
are 
turning out 
some wonderful appliances nowadays 
for discovering imperfections of vision, 
but I'll tell you of a plan for testing the 
respective strength of your eyes that is' 
as simple as it is trustworthy. 
All you' 
need is a stereoscope and a photograph. 
That arrangement in which tho picture 
holder slides up and down a flat frame, 
trombone fashion, is the best sort 
of" 
stereoscope for the purpose, although 
any will do, and the photograph that 
will give the best results 
is a cabinet 
size view of some locality with people 
in it. The modus operandi is simplicity, 
itself. Put the photograph in the holder 
and focus it just enough so that you 
can see the faces clearly. 
Then close 
tho left eye and look at the picture in- 
tently with your right eye while yon 
count thirty slowly. 
Now close the 
right eye and look at the picture with 
your left eyo for the same length of 
time. 
Then open both eyes and look 
at the 
picture without changing the 
focus. 
Something queer will happen. 
The figures on the one side of the 
pic- 
ture will seem to move across the view 
and group themselves with those on 
the other side, and 
this is the point of 
the experiment 
the figures will always 
move away from the weak eye. 
More- 
over, they move with a very precise re- 
lation 
of speed to tho weakness of 
vision. 
If the left eye, for example, is 
quite weak, the figures will move very 
quickly across the plane of sight to the 
right side, while if there is but a slight 
defect the movement will be gradual, 
and so on. 
A queer thing about this 
experiment is that, simple as it seems, 
it w 111 bring out defects of vision that 
have never been suspected, 
and 
an- 
other queer thing 
is that it will dem- 
onstrate the cases in which both eyes 
are of equal power to bo surprisingly 
exceptional. 
I have tried it in a score 
of mixed gatherings, 
and never yet 
without having the experimenter 
ob; 
serve some moviment of the 
figures. 
There was one old lady, I remember, 
up at Port Jefferson last summer, who 
persisted in saying that she saw pre- 
cisely with both eyes as she did with 
ono eje, and well 
she might, 
for 
when I examined her eyes more closely 
I found she was stone blind on tho left 
side and didn't know it,"
